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Nixon Bids Nation 


Emotional Goodby 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President Nixon choked 
back tears in an emotional 
goodby to his staff, and in 
effect to his country, then 
left the White House today 
for the trip back to a life as 
private citizen in California. 
“We leave with high hopes 
in good spirit, and with deep 
humility and with very much 
greatfulness in our hearts,” 
Nixon said to his staff and 
Cabinet 
on 
national 
television. “ I can only say to 
each and every one of you, 
we come from many faiths, 
we pray perhaps to different 
gods, but really to the same 
god in a sense. 
“ But I want to say to each 
and every one of you, not 
only 
will 
we 
alw ays 
rem em ber you, not only will 
we always be greatful to you, 
always you will be in our 
hearts, and you will be in our 
prayers. 
“ Thank you very m uch.” 
The 
em otion packed 
goodby ceremony was held 
in the East Room of the 
W hite House— called a 
“great house” by Nixon. He 
and his family were greeted 
with a trumpeted “Hail To 
The Chief,” and five minutes 
of continuous applause. 
The farewell left Nixon 
close to tears and many of 
his staff members openly 
crying. 
Nixon and his wife then 
walked directly to the South 
Lawn and, with his suc­ 
cessor G erald 
R. 
Ford 
bidding them goodbye, went 
by helicopter to- Andrews 
AFB where they left at 10:17 
a m. EDT in the presidential 
jet, Spirit of ’76, for the flight 
to San Clemente. 


While Nixon was in the air 
on the way to retirement, he 
was 
to becom e an 
ex- 
President, with Ford being 
sworn in at noon EDT. 
In his farewall speech to 
cabinet members and White 
House aides, Nixon acknowl­ 
edged as he did in his 
resignation 
speech 
th at 
some mistakes were m ade 
during his stay in the White 
House. 
“Sure we have done some 
things wrong in this ad­ 
ministration, and the top 
man 
alw ays 
takes 
the 
responsibility, 
and 
I ’ve 
never ducked it,” 
Nixon 
said. “But ... no man and no 
woman came into this ad­ 
minstration and left it with 
more than he came in. No 
man or woman ever profited 
at the public expense or the 
public till. 
“Mistakes, yes, but not for 
personal gain, ever. You did 
what you believed in, some­ 
tim es 
rig h t, 
som etim es 
wrong.” 


As Nixon and his family 
entered 
the 
East 
Room, 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger led the standing 
ovation that caused tears to 
well in the eyes of the 
President and his family 
members. 
“We don’t have a good 
word for it in English,” he 
said. “The best is au revoir. 
We’ll see you again.” 
Nixon tried to make the 
occasion light at times, once 
joking about his taxes, and 
once m ade a gentle jab at the 
press. But what came over 
was deep emotion. Nixon’s 
voice cracked several times 
and he at points had to choke 
back tears.

Texas political leaders — 
Democrats and Republicans 
— say President Nixon acted 
in the best interests of the 
nation in resigning and 
spared everyone a traum atic 
impeachment process. 
Gov. Dolph Briscoe called 
the Watergate scandal 
a 
tragic experience for the 
nation. He said the elevation 
of G erald 
Ford to 
the 
presidency deserves the sup­ 
port of all. 
“ Now is the time to look to 
the future,” Briscoe said at 
Austin. “We cannot allow 
ourselves 
to 
becom e 
paralyzed by a crisis, no 
m atter 
how 
severe. 
Our 
country and our government 
must move ahead in a spirit 
of unity and bipartisan 
cooperation to solve the 


many problems that beset 
us. 
“ I am confident that the 
A m erican 
people 
will 
respond— as they have 
alw ays 
responded 
—by 
closing ranks behind our 
leader.” 
Republican Sen. John G. 
Tower of Texas said history 
will judge Nixon well for his 
foreign policy achievements 
but that he was wise to 
resign. 
“ The 
clim ate 
in 
the 
Congress was such that had 
he not chose this option the 
country would have been 
subject to the wrenching 
experience 
of 
an 
im ­ 
peachment trial which would 
have gone on for months, 
and 
suffered 
the 
con­ 
sequences of a 
probable 
leadership gap during that 
period,” Tower said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
In a mood of both sadness 
and determination, Gerald 
R. 
Ford took over the 
leadership of the nation 
today, 
consulting 
with 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
K issinger and other top 
advisers even before seeing 
Richard M. Nixon off to 
retirement in California. 
Ford effectively assumed 
the reins of the American 
government early 
in 
the 
morning, well before his 
noontime swearing in and 
the effective hour of Nixon’s 
resignation as 
the 37th 
President. 
P ord was out of bed before 
the gray, humid day had 
fully dawned at 
his un­ 
pretentious Alexandria, Va., 
home which he will continue 
to occupy temporarily while 
the Nixons’ possessions are 
moved 
from 
the 
White 
House. 
Ford was in a relaxed 
mood, and smiled easily as 
he answered questions of 
reporters waiting for him on 
his lawn. On the morning 
after Nixon announced his 
resignation, thrusting Ford 
into the presidency, the vice 
president was asked what 
kind of feeling he had. 
“ I think a feeling of sad­ 
ness on the one hand and 
expectation to start to build 
on the other,” he said. “ ...It 
does strike me as a terribly 


heavy responsibility that we 
are trying to work on, and do 
our very best.” 
Ford 
was 
asked 
by 
reporters if he felt as Harry 
S. Truman did in 1944 when 
he said it was like “the sun 
and the moon and the 
planets” had all fallen on 
him when he was thrust into 
the presidency by the death 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
“ I think that’s a very apt 
description,” Ford said. “ I 
can tell you better after noon 
today 
when 
it 
actu ally 
happens.” 
Asked when he m ight 
select his vice president, 
Ford said “we haven’t had 
tim e 
to 
set 
any 
tim e 
schedule” on that as he got 
into a limousine to drive into 
Washington for the start of 
his day, including seeing the 
Nixon family off from the 
White House lawn on their 
farewell flight to California. 
Several names have been 
prom inently 
m entioned, 
including former New York 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 
and Ford’s old friend, for­ 
m er 
Defense 
S ecretary 
Melvin R. Laird. One report 
said 
L aird 
expected 
Rockefeller, a several times 
unsuccessful 
presidential 
candidate, to be selected, 
Ford said two old friends, 
Philip Buchan, his form er 
law 
p artn er

Rapids, Mich., and form er 


Rep. John 
F. 
Byrnes of 
W isconson, cam e to his 
home early this morning to 
give

recom ­ 
m endations—possibly in ­ 
cluding

although Ford refused to say 
so.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Gerald R. Ford took the oath 
of office today as the 38th 
P resident of the United 
S tates “ accutely a w a re ’’ 
that he had never been 
elected to national ofice. He 
asked 
for 
the 
natio n s’ 
prayers. 
While his predecessor 
Richard Nixon resigned the 
office and flew west, Ford 
took the oath from Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger in 
the East Room of the White 
House before old colleagues 
from the Congress, Nixon’s 
cabinet, his family and wife. 
Ford pledged to enter into 
“ an unprecedented com ­ 
pact" with the American 
people and give to them 
“straight talk” as one friend 
to another. 
Burger, dressed in flowing 
black judicial robes, asked 
Ford 
w hether 
he 
was 
prepared to take the oath. 
Ford answered that he was, 
and 
B urger 
began 
a d ­ 
ministering 
the 
30-second 
oath. 
“ My 
fellow 
Americans, 
our long national nightmare 
is o v er,” Ford said in 
reference to the Watergate 
scandal which 
had 
com­ 
pelled Nixon to give up the 
office he had sought most of 
his adult life. “Our Con­ 
stitution works.” 
In rem arks delivered 
national 
television 
mediately after being sworn 
in, 
Ford 
said 
he 
was 
delivering, 
“Just 
a 
little 
straight talk among friends, 
and I intend it to be the first 
of many. 
"I am acutely aware that 
you have not elected me your 
President by your ballots. So 
I ask that you confirm me as 


on 
im 


your President by your 
prayers. 
"If you have not chosen 
me by secret ballot, neither 
have I gained office through 
secret promises. 
“ I have not sought this 
enormous responsibility, but 
I will not shirk it.” 
“As we bind up the in­ 
ternal wounds of Watergate, 
m ore painful and m ore 
poisonous than those of 
foreign wars, let us restore 
the golden rule to our 
political 
process, and let 
brotherly love purge our 
hearts of suspicion and 
hate,” he said. 
“ In the beginning, I asked 
you to pray for m e,” Ford 
said in a choking voice. “ I 
ask for your prayers for 
R ichard 
Nixon and 
his 
family. 
May 
our 
former 
president who brought peace 
to millions find it for him­ 
self.” 
Only half an hour before 
the oath-taking, Nixon’s 
letter of resignation 
was 
delivered to Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, an 
hour, 15 minutes after Nixon 
left Washington with his wife 
for California. 
Before Nixon left, he bade 
an emotional farewell to his 
griefstricken staff, cabinet 
and his nation. 
"We leave with high hopes 
in good spirit, and with deep 
humility and with very much 
gratefulness in our hearts,” 
Nixon said, choking back 
tears on national television. 
Ford said that “ I can only 
guess” at the burdens of the 
presidency although he said 
he had directly witnessed the 
conduct of the office by three 
presidents. 
He said he would enter the 
presidency 
with 
“all 
the 


strength and good sense I 
have gained from life,” with 
the help of his dedicated 
staff and the “good will” of 
all Americans. 
“ I reaffirm the promise I 
made last Dee. 6 (when he 
became vice president after 
the resignation of Spiro T. 
Agnew)... to do the very best 
I can for America. 
"God helping me, I will not 
let you down,” he said in 
conclusion. 
As Ford swore his briet 
oath, 
the 
A m erican 
presidency changed hands to 
shed itself of scandal. 
Nixon’s resignation was 
necessary 
to 
avoid 
his 
certain removal from office 
by 
Congress. 
The 
new 
president, an unsullied and 
plain-speaking 
Midweste­ 
rn er, assum ed aw esom e 
power that he never sought. 
Thus, less than two years 
after the Richard 
Ni\on- 
Spiro Agnew ticket rolled to 
the most massive landslide 
election 
in 
A m erican 
presidential history, neither 
man was still in office. 
Agnew 
resigned 
last 
O ctober 
in 
disgrace, 
pleading no contest to a 
charge 
of 
income 
tax 
evasion. And now Nixon was 
gone, driven from office by 
Watergate, the most per­ 
vasive scandal in American 
political history. 
Ford became 
the 
first 
President 
to 
assume 
his 
office without running on a 
national ballot. He intoned 
his oath with none of the 
trappings of the norm al 
quadrennial inauguration— 
but also without the national 
grief and 
mourning 
that 
have accompanied previous 
oath-takings by other vice 
presidents.

1974-75 
budget

Thursday night and noted 
ten possible additions and 
deducts from the $9,561,079 
document. 
If all deductions and ad­ 
ditions suggested are taken, 
the board will add $2,110 to 
the budget or only a fraction 
of a penny on the proposed 
83.4 tax rate. Currently the 
tax rate is 86.6 or a reduction 
of 3.2 cents per hundred 
dollar valuation. 
The 
tax 
rate on 
the 


district’s $2,542,101 bonded 
indebtedness was unchanged 
Thursday night. Considering 
a plan to sell $10,000,000 in 
bonds in February which 
would reduce the rate by six 
cents, the bond tax rate is 
estimated at 54 cents or 3.4 
cents less than last year’s 
57.4 cents per hundred dollar 
valuation. 
The total rate to the tax­ 
payer is currently estimated 
at $1,374 as compared to this 
year’s tax rate of $1.44. The

of about

Possible additions to the 
budget which will probably 
be accepted are $6,000 more 
for 
salaries 
for 
school 
crossing guards, upping the 
allotment to $20,000; $5,710

for a strings program, 
additional program not 
the proposed budget; 
$7,200 for cash registers to be 
placed in the cafeterias of 
three schools. 
Other possible additions 
which may or may not be 
approved are $6,500 more for 
supplies for students which

$6.00; and $6,000 for field 
trips which were eliminated 
after the energy crisis ac­ 
celerated last spring. 
T rustees will probably 
deduct the following items: 
$3,900 for a second computer 
terminal at the high school, 
since the request has been 
w ithdraw n by the staff; 
$8,000 for a survey of the 
district which would be 
delayed two y ears; and 
$4,900 for a printing press, if 
the staff can substantiate its 
belief that a $29,000 unit will 
be needed within 
three 
years. 


Board members are also 
considering the deduction of 
$15,000 to repair four tennis 
courts at the high school 
The parks department has 
told the board that if the 
school will repair the courts, 
the city will light them with 
bond funds.

He admitted he had lost that 
measure of public respect 
that is vital to hold office in a 
republic.

Alexandria. Va., across the 
Potomac from Washington 


He said Nixon’s speech 
was “one of the very saddest 
m o m en ts that 
I’ve ever 
witnessed.” 
Hundreds stood outside the 
black iron fence around the 
White House while 
Nixon 
spoke 
for 
17 
m in u tes, 
delivering the 38th televised 
address to the nation of his 
five year and seven month 
presidency. 
Som e 
wept 
when 
he 
finished Some, very much 
like the young crowds which 
had 
forced 
Lyndon 
B 
Johnson in 1968 to renounce 
intentions to seek reelection, 
stormed the gates shouting. 
Jail to the chief’" Some 
sang “ America.” 
Nixon was forced out by 
the 
Republican elders 
in 
Congress. They told 
him, 
during the week. that they 
could no longer dare support 
him —not after his admission 
of 
com plicity 
in 
the 
Watergate affair. 
This was unlike the public 
uproar last October after 
Nixon had ordered the firing 
of Archibald Cox as special 


p ro sec u to r. This 
u p ro ar 
cam e from Congress, rather 
than an aroused nation The 
nation seemed fed up with 
W aterg ate, tired beyond 
response. 
Nixon, tense, somber, a 
halfsmile crossing his face 
only once, acknowledged his 
d ile m m a. His confession 
Monday had robbed him of 
his 
political 
pow er and 
public trust. Still, it was hard 
to resign. 
"I 
have never 
been 
a 
quitter.” he said. 
“ To leave office before my 
term 
is 
com pleted 
is 
abhorrent to every instinct 
in my body. 
“ But as President I must 
put the interest of America 
first.” 
By resigning, he retained 
the right to collect a $62,500- 
a-y ear 
pension 
and 
the 
emoluments of office—free 
office sp a ce , s e c re ta ria l 
help. 
Secret 
Service 
p rotection, 
the franking 
privilege and the like. 
He would have lost these— 
and have been stripped of

the right to hold future civil

office—if 
he

two-thirds majority vote of

defections in Congress. 
Nixon's critics had hoped 
he 
would spell 
out

Watergate role in full detail 
during his speech. He did 
not. He barely mentioned 
Watergate 
Ford, as President, will 
have to face the problem of 
deciding whether to make 
certain that Nixon is not 
prosecuted. After Jaworski 
earlier this year had con­ 
vinced a grand jury that an 
incumbent president could 
not be indicted, the jury 
named Nixon an unindicted 
co-conspirator.

other individual and that it

I nder compulsion from an 8- 
0 Supreme Court ruling, he 
m a d e public th ree t r a n ­ 
scripts which showed that 
six days after the Watergate 
break-in he issued orders 
designed to have the CIA 
obstruct the FBI's investi­ 
gation. 
Aides said Nixon’s wife 
and daughters had opposed 
resignation to the end. They 
said the Nixon women shed 
tears Thurday night, when 
the decision was irrevocably 
made. 
That was after the call 
from three old friends from 
Capitol 
Hill—Senate 
GOP 
leader Hugh Scott. House 
GOP Leader John J. Rhodes 
and Sen. Barry M. Cold­ 
water. R-Ariz., his p arty ’s 
e ld e r s ta te s m a n —to give 
Nixon the “gloomy” news 


that his support ag a in st 
impeachment had vanished. 
N ixon's 
announcem ent 
cam e exactly six years to the 
day that he stood triumphant 
before 
a 
cheering 
Republican 
National 
Con­ 
vention in Miami Beach in 
1968 and promised “a new 
day for America.” In that 
acceptance speech, he had 
said. "Am erica's in trouble 
today not because her people 
have failed bu) Decause her 
leaders have failed.”

Protect Child From Dog 


Stray Animals Can Cause Injuries 


NEW 
YORK 
(UPI) 
- 
M an’s best friend, a dog, 
is n ’t 
alw ays 
a 
c h ild ’s. 
Especially 
dangerous 
are 
stray dogs which roam all 
over town. 
Public health officials are 
concerned about such dogs 
biting children. 
Dog 
bite 
accidents are increasing. 
Most bites are by dogs 
allow ed 
to 
ro am 
u n ­ 
supervised. A majority of 
the victims are under 15 
years of age. Boys, ages five 
to 
nine, 
a r e 
the 
m ost 
frequent victims. 
Only a small percentage of 
the 
bite 
w ounds 
are 
re g a rd e d 
as 
m edically 
serious. But this kind of 
accident is very frightening. 
P s y c h o lo g i c a lly , 
th e y 
damage. 
Accident fighters studying 
the dog bite problem trace 
part of the cause to the 
popularity also of large 
breeds and to the acquisition 
of dogs for protection from 
crime, especially in inner 
city areas. 
The latter often are poorly 
trained or attack dogs. 
“They are sold by fast 
buck o p era to rs who a re 
capitalizing 
on 
peo p le’s 
fears of b u rg lary or a t­ 
ta c k ,” 
said 
P a tric ia 
O’Keefe, who reported on the 
problem. She is an official at 
the Pet Food Institute (PFI). 
The authority on dogs said 
also that the sellers fail to 
tell 
the 
unsuspecting 
prospective owner that a dog 
with 
a 
h a irtrig g e r 
disposition can be m ore 
dangerous than a burglar. 
A study of the dog bite 
problem was done by ur­ 
banologist Alan Beck of 
Washington University, St. 
Louis, Mo. It brought to light 
several facts of interest to 
dog owners and parents of 
small children — including 
the fact that young boys 
most often are the victims. 
B eck ’s 
colleague, 
Dr. 
Michael Fox, a veterinarian 
who also is a psychologist, is 
delving into the reasons a 
dog might attack. 
Fox’s work points to the 
obvious instinctive reasons a 
dog becomes aggressive: to 
protect territory or out of 
fear. 
He also found that a dog 
may suddenly interpret as 
threatening a gesture, a tone 
of voice or even —unusual 
clothing. 
Beck’s studies show that 


m any 
incidents 
are 
provoked by the victim or 
occur in play. 
For sa fe ty ’s sake, all 
children should know how to 
approach dogs and how to 
behave when a dog acts 
aggressive. The Pet Food 
Institute 
su ggests 
the 
following rules: 
A strange dog that is not 
leashed should be avoided. 
Stay 
out 
of yards 
and 
buildings where a dog is 
loose. Don’t tease a dog that 
is fenced or tied. A large, 
angry dog can exert several 
hundred pounds of pressure 
to break a leash, and may be 
able to scale a fence as well. 
Always ask permission to 
pet som eone e ls e ’s dog. 
Before 
touching, 
speak 
softly and hold the back of 
your hand below the dog’s 
muzzle. 
Never wave a stick, tennis 
racket or any object a dog 
might perceive as a weapon. 
Never stoop down and put 
your face close to his. If 
y o u ’re th rea ten e d 
by 
a 
strange dog, do not yell or 
run. Stand still with arm s at 
your sides while you speak 
softly to the dog. Direct eye 
contact between animals is a 
challenge. So avoid staring 
straight into his eyes. Try to 
appear calm and unafraid. 
If the dog does 
lunge, 
pro tect 
your 
face 
with 
crossed arm s. If you are 
knocked to the ground, roll 
on your stomach. 
Any biting incident should 
be reported immediately to a 


doctor and to the health or 
police department. In many 
communities, a dog or a cat 
that bites must be put under 
observation to make sure it 
is not rabid. An immediate 
attempt should be made to 
find the dog and his owner. 
If you’re a dog owner, the 
Pet Food Institute has some 
further suggestions for dog 
bite prevention: 
Under no circumstances, 
should a family keep a guard 
or attack dog. A dog that 
simply barks is good, safe 
protection from 
intruders. 
Don’t tolerate snapping or 
other aggressive behavior If 
your dog shows signs of 
being shy or a bull>. see 'hat 
he gets special obedience 
training. 
A puppy should not be 
encouraged to use his teeth 
playfully. Games like tug-of- 
war or nibbling hands and 
feet should be avoided. 


Teasing a puppy can m ake 
him 
fearful. 
A pup 
that 
learns to growl or nip in fun 
will continue to do it when 
he’s grown. Then, it’s too 
late to explain he’s a big boy 
and m ust stop. 
When playing, don’t chase 
a dog into a corner. A co r­ 
n ere d an im al is a lw a y s 
fea rfu l and in stin ctiv ely 
tries to protect himself. 
When training a puppy, an 
adult should take care of the 
discipline.

“The mural illustrates the

languages,” added Doiron. 
“ It is the only one known 


that is illustrated in more 
than one language.”

They 
seek out and then m otivate 
those hard-to-reach people 
by inform ing them of disease 
c o n se q u e n c e s and w here 
they can get immunization 
s e r v ic e s ,” sa id one im ­ 
munization director.

LINCOLN, Neb. (UPI) - 
Chigger bites cause extreme 
discomfort, but steps can be 
taken to avoid them, Robert 
Roselle, 
Extension 
en ­ 
tomologist at the University 
of Nebraska, advises. 
He recommends use of one 
of the commercial repellents 
before 
visiting 
infested 
areas — usually tall grass, 
thickets, or where soil is 
undisturbed. Bathing im ­ 
mediately after returning 
from such areas is also 
advised. 
Roselle said infested lawns 
can be sprayed with diazinon 
or malathion to reduce the 
num ber 
of 
chiggers 
developing there. 
Irritation resulting from 
the bite can 
be soothed 
tem porarily 
by 
several 
cream s or lotions on the 
market that are prepared for 
insect bites, Roselle said, 
adding that those with a 
local anesthetic, such 
as 


benzocain, are m ore e f­ 
fective. 
C higgers usually settle 
where clothing is restricted, 
as at the belt line, or under 
socks. They also feed under 
arm pits and in the groin. 
Rosselle said chiggers are 
the larvae or first stage of 
certain m ites and attach 
themselves to folds of skin or 
edges of hair follicles. A 
chigger secretes a fluid that 
digests the underlying tissue 
and portions of the skin, 
upon which it feeds.

died in auto crashes last 
year 
while 
an 
estimated 
155.000 received significant 
injuries. How many escaped 
injury because they were 
safely secured in car seats in 
not known. 
One of those children who 
won’t become a statistic is 
Gregory O’Garr who is less 
than one year old and lives in 
M anville, 
R .I. 
His 
ex­ 
perience can do a lot more 
than a mass of statistics to 
convince parents of the need 
to buckle up their children. 
“ We 
were 
recently 
in­ 
volved in an auto accident in 
which we were hit from 
behind by an auto going at a 
high rate of speed,” his 
mother, 
Betty 
O ’G arr, 
recalls. 
“ The impact was such that 
our car was forced across 
three lanes of traffic and 
turned 
to 
face oncoming 
traffic. 


“ Our car was rated a total 
loss. Gregory received only 
a minor injury,” she said. 
Gregory was riding in a 
General 
Motors 
Infant 
Carrier, only one of two on 
the market in which the child 
faces rearward while lying 
in the carrier. 
“ If I had been holding him 
or if he had been in a front- 
facing seat, the results 
would have been fatal,” Mrs. 
O’Garr said. 
Dr. Jam es Gregory, ad­ 
ministrator of the National 
Highway 
T raffic 
Safety 
Administration 
(NHTSA), 
says there will be a tragic 
and 
inevitable 
rise 
in 
crippling and disfiguring 
injuries to children unless 


parents realize that without 
proper crash protection their 
children’s lives are truly at 
stake. 
The vast majority of in­ 
fants 
and small 
children 
usually 
receive 
less 
protection in a car than the 
week’s groceries which are 
wedged tight so they won’t 
shift. 


A mother who thinks she 
can prevent a child from 
being flung forward 
by 
extending her arm across a- 
chest while braking can’t 
possibly protect the child in 
a crash. 
For the infant, the most 
common spot in a car is in its 
mother’s arms or on her lap. 
Usually a secure place for a 
child, in a collision, a child 
sitting on an adult’s lap 
could be crushed against the 
dashboard. 


Even 
if 
the 
adult 
is 
wearing a combination lap 
and shoulder belt, the child 
can be wrenched from the 
arms by collision 
forces. 
Never use a seat belt to 
restrain both an adult and a 
child seated on a lap since 
the weight of the adult would 
press down on the child’s 
stomach in a crash. 
The safest thing for a child 
and the parents in a car is a 
restraint 
system 
that 
secures the child. But in 
some cases, the restraint 
system 
has 
been 
as 
dangerous as 
having 
no­ 
thing. 
The NHTSA has often been 
criticized for not requiring 
stricter rules for the many 
child seating systems on the 
market. It has proposed new 
standards, but they are not 
scheduled to take effect until 
September of 1975 and may 
even be delayed further. 
The proposed revision of 
Standard No. 213 would 
apply to all devices used to 
transport children in motor 


vehicles. In addition to car 
seats, the standard would 
cover 
car 
beds, 
infant 
carriers and child harnesses 
which are not included in the 
current standard. 


All child restraint systems 
would be subject to dynamic 
(in-motion) crash tests in­ 
stead 
of 
the 
presently 
prescribed static tests. The 
restraint systems would 
have to protect a child from 
injury from a frontal impact 
at 30 miles per hour or a side 
or rear impact at 20 m.p.h. 
If the original 
safety 
standard that went into 
effect 
in 
April 
of 
1971 
removed most of the grossly 
unsafe child car seats, the 
new standard could take off 
some of those that meet the 
current standard. 
In a request to the NHTSA, 
GM asked for a change in the 
new law because it claimed 
that neither of its safety 
devices could meet the new 
standard. GM said both 
would have to be completely 
redesigned 
without

evidence they’ll 
be 
im ­ 
proved. 


In the 34-page comment, 
GM said there was no way 
the present infant carrier 
could 
meet the

safety standard which says a 
child’s head cannot move 
more than 18 inches from the 
vehicle’s seat back. In the 
infant carrier, the child 
faces rearward and its head 
already is a greater distance 
from the seat back in normal 
riding conditions. 
C o n s u m e rs 
U n io n , 
publishers of Consumers 
Reports and one of the most

Boating Hobby Growing 


At Tremendous Pace 


N EW 
YO RK

More people have been 
bitten this year by the 
canoeing 
bug, 
and 
this 
segment 
of recreational 
boating 
is growing 
at 
a 
tremendous pace. 
There’s no accurate count, 
but there’s probably more 
than a half million canoes 
now gliding around the 
nation’s waterways 
—and 
it’s easy to see why. 
The 
initial 
cost 
is 
moderate. Upkeep is simple 
and economical. There are 
no fuel problems. They can 
be car topped easily from one 
waterway to another. 
More 
and 
more 
recreational 
areas 
are 
establishing canoe trails 
where paddlers often have 
the choice of gliding serenely 
through the placid waters of 
a lake or stream or fighting 
the white water rapids of a 
raging river. 
Canoe racing groups have 
been formed in many states 
and 
they 
stage 
annual 
meets, some of which draw 
hundreds of competitors. 
The state of Florida has 
available a booklet, “ Florida 
Canoe Trail Guide,” which 
sketches the attractions of 16 
river canoe trails now in the 
state’s canoe trail system. 
One trip is a 
66 mile 
journey on the Peace River 
from just east of Fort Meade 
downstream to a point near 
Arcadia. 
“ The Peace is an ideal 
river 
for 
canoeing,” 
the 
booklet states. “ Dense forest 
borders the waterway along 
most of the trail with the 
only mark of civilization 
being an occasional bridge, 
powerlines 
and 
some 
pasture land. R arely, a 
house is visible from the 
river.” 
Texas 
is 
another 
state 
which caters to canoeists, 
and one of the finest trails 
there is a 17 mile stretch of 
the Colorado 
River from 
Bend to Post Oak Creek, 
“ ...towering bluffs, scenic 
canyons, and beautiful water 
make this trip enjoyable for 
any canoeist,” says the 
magazine Texas Rivers and 
Rapids. 
The growth in popularity 
of the canoe has prompted 
m anufacturers 
to 
offer 
scores of accessories to 
make life as pleasant as 
possible for the paddler. 
One eliminates the paddle 
altogether. It’s a rowing rig 
that includes an oarsman’s 


seat 
and 
oarlocks 
that 
clam p easily 
onto 
the 
gunwales without any tools. 
And then there’s a bracket 
for portside attachment of a 
small outboard 
motor 
to 
ease, as the manufacturer 
puts it, 
“ a long journey 
upstream or across a broad 
lake 
to 
the 
sm all 
and 
prim itive waterways you 
can fish best by canoe.” 


There 
are 
even 
rigs 
available to convert a canoe 
to a sailing craft. 


For anyone interested in 
the sport who doesn’t want to 
get too involved, canoe 
rentals are available at 
hundreds of marinas and 
boatyards across the nation 
—by the hour, day week or 
month.

More a Participant than Spectator

Sometimes impossible 
(Jerald Ford, the new 
President of the United 
States, talked to me about 
one he picked up as a boy 
“The first thing I do every 
morning is read the sports 
page,” he said. 
Then he laughed 
“I read it before I do the 
front page because at least 
on the sports page you have 
a 50-50 chance of being 
right.” 
He was still Vice President 
when he told me that. Now 
that he’s President, he’ll be 
much busier but I doubt he’ll 
break his old habit Gerald 
Ford loves sports. 
So does Richard Nixon, the 
man he replaces, but there is 
at least one big difference 
between them 
The new President was an 
actual competitor; the old 
one had a uniform, but spent 
most of his time on the 
bench. I ’ve watched both 
Ford and Nixon around 
professional athletes. Nixon 
always seems somewhat in 
awe of them Ford is much 
more at ease, probably 
because of 
his 
football 
playing background at the 
University of Michigan and 
the coaching he did while at 
Yale. 
Richard Nixon is a football 
buff Remember him trying 
to send in a play to the 
Miami Dolphins before the 
’73 Super Howl game? 
(Jerald 
Ford 
follows 
football closely, 
too, 
but 
having 
personally 
gone 
through it all himself once 
and knowing first hand what 
its all about, he doesn’t 
identify with the players the 
way Richard Nixon has a 
tendency to do. Moreover, he 
follows baseball pretty much 


the same way. 
When I asked him if he had 
any favorite baseball player, 
somebody 
he 
liked 
especially well, he didn’t 
think very long about it 
“Al Kaline,” he said 
Why him particularly? 
“He’s a good team man,” 
said Gerald Ford. 
Kaline, winding up his 
22nd season with the Detroit 
Tigers, has been to Ford’s 
office in Washington several 
times. Kaline has been there 
with his wife and with 
Robert Griffin (R.-Mich.), 
and always felt completely 
comfortable, never ill-at- 
ease, in Ford’s company. 
“He’s a down-to-earth type 
person, easy to talk to and 
not stiff. He has a way of 
making anyone he’s with 
able to relax,” says Kaline. 
‘I 
have 
a 
tremendous 
amount of respect for him. I 
think he’ll make a very good 
President."
